Political Privilege 


One of the 
ingrown traits of the political outfit now 
swinging and swaying in Washington is its unabashed dis­ 
like for applying to itself the rules which govern more or­ 
dinary citizens. 
The Boston branch, headed by John W. McCormack, 
the Democratic leader in the House of Representatives, 
lately has offered some scented examples of this trait. 
Denis W. Delaney, the Boston internal revenue col­ 
lector, has been convicted of bribe-taking. 
Fourteen high-ranking employes of Delaney’s office 
for four years have l>een accused of violating the Hatch 
Act, which prohibits political activity by federal pa'T o lle r s , 
Foil the Civil Service Commission hasn’t got around to de­ 
ciding the cases. 
Mr. McCormack, meanwhile, put through an amend­ 
ment watering down tile Hatch Act 
taking out the part 
which made it mandatory that any violator be fired. And 
he says the Civil Service Commission was waiting for this 
softener to pass before acting on the cases. (The softener 
has I teen on the itooks IT months.) 
It also is worth noting that the defense lawyer for Ft 
of 11 accused employes is a pal of Mr. McCormack and an 
Assistant attorney general.
